NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—Staten | 
Island Quarantine Station of- | 
ficials are puzzled by the dis- 
appearance of the captain 
with 34 of his crew of 40 from 
the Greek ship, Marpessa, 
while awaiting quarantine in- 
spection. 

The captain and his seamen 
left the ship on Sunday last 
and have not been heard from 
since. Maritime workers offer 
as a solution one of two pos- 
sibilities. Either the crew have 
quit with their captain rather 
than load war material for 
Fascist Italy, or, as a result 
of the new and strict com- 
pulsory army service decreed 
by the Greek Government.
